1021, is 
succeeded this week by 
the Rev. Samuel Mac- 
Adams, the appointee 
of .he conference. Mr. 
Dawson goes to the 
Wissahickon Methodist 
Episcopal Church, Phil- 
adelphia, as his new 
assignment. 

During M r. Daw- 
son's pastorate in .Nar- 
berth plans have been 
formulated for the new 
church building and a 
lot purchased at the 
corner of Essex and 
Price avenues. Archi- 
tects' sketches of the 
proposed structure have 
have been published on the church 
page of Our Town of an earlier 
date. It is hoped that this work, 
so ably begun, will be carried to a 
successful fruition by Mr. Mac- 
Ad am s. 

Mr. MacAdams comes to Nar- 
berth from the Mt. Ilermon 
Methodist Church, where he 
served during 1027. As Narberth 
offered a more fruitfull field of 
'endeavor, he* felt justified in ac- 
cepting the appointment, altho his 
parishioners at Mt. Ilermon were 
much disappointed at his removal. 

Mr. MacAdams. first charge was 
Mountainhome 1 '. 113-191,'). During 
his pastorate there a new church 
was built which is one of the finest 
and most admired in Monroe 
county . From there he was 
transferred to Wharton Memorial 
to assist Dr. E. W. Stillman who 
was seriously ill. The full work 
of the pastorate devolved upon 
him and after Dr. Stillman's death 
Mr. MacAdams remained in 
charge till the following confer- 
ence. 

In IDG Mr. MacAdams was ap- 
pointed to Swa'rthmore, where he 
was instrumental in laying the 
foundations of a fund to erect a 
new church.

Test, 2 Timothy, 1:12— "I Know 
Him Whom 1 Have Believed." 

This age to which we have come 
bulks big with the destinies of men 
and of nations. Every age has its own 
peculiar tasks and responsibilities, but 
this new age fairly shrieks to us with 
its demands and its challenges. The 
past generations have laid fearful obli- 
gations upon us as "heirs of all^ the 
ages in the foremost files of time." It 
was said that the trophies of Miltiades 
would not allow the younger Greeks to 
sleep. They furnished demands that 
must be met: they set a pace that must 
be outstripped; they laid increasing 
responsibilities on the new genera- 
tion. God's plans for the ages always 
involve progress. So Julia Ward Howe 
wrote it in her immortal Rattle Hymn 
of the Republic: "Our God is march- 
ing on." Although God's clock says 
"tick" in one century and "tock" in 
the next, lie is surely marching on. 
Although it may be a thousand years 
between his subject and predicate, He 
will surely finish His sentence, for He 
is moving forward. 

And here we arc a part of God's plan 
—at the very head of the procession, 
pressing forward into greater oppor- 
tunities and greater responsibilities 
than the world has ever had before. 
Remember how the past ages seem to 
converge upon this new age and upon 
us. Go back a few years. Take the 
fifteenth century, when this new world 
\yas lifted out of the ocean before the 
eager gaze of Columbus; when art was 
reborn through Michel Angelo and 
statecraft through the Medicis and re- 
ligion through Savonaroa and in 
Germany Gutenberg discovered the 
use of movable type. Think what all 
these discoveries mean to us today. 
Take the sixteenth century, with its 
conflicts for the religious liberty we en- 
joy; with Elizabeth on the throne in 
England and Mary ruling in Scotland, 
but fearing John Knox more than all 
the armies of Europe; with Germany 
shaking under the tread of Luther and 
Switzerland under Calvin, and France 
broken by the horrors of the Inquisi- 
tion and the Massacre of Saint Bar-

tholomew's day. Then came the con- 
flicts for civil liberty culminating in 
the American Revolution. And since 
those days art and literature and sci- 
ence and industry have all added their 
great contributions to make this day 
to which we have come the greatest of 
all days and to make us heirs indeed of 
all the centuries. These former ages 
have made this age possible. And here 
we arc in this new day, with its new 
order of world solidarity, with its pro- 
digious resources of power and wealth 
and knowledge, and its growing inter- 
nationalism and its demilitarization of 
war. Here we are on the mountain 
peak of civilization — and trembling 
with the tremendous responsibility 
which is ours as we hear the challenge 
for new men to match the new age. 
We hear the demand of the God who 
made us and who made the everlasting 
hills and who brought us to this day: 
"Bring me men to match my moun- 
tains, 

Bring me men to match m yplains; 
Men with empires in their purpose 

And new eras in their veins. 
Pioneers to clear thought's marshland 
land 

And to cleanse old error's fen. 
Bring me men to match my moun- 
tains: 

Bring me men." 



It is said that when Xapoleon drew 
up his troops before the Marmelukes 
under the shadows of the great pyra- 
mids, pointing to those massive piles, 
he exclaimed: "Remember from yon- 
der heights forty centuries look down 
upon you." Oh, children of today, 
from this pyramid of opportunity and 
responsibility which the centuries have 
erected and on the top of which we 
stand, remember that we are looking 
down upon the centuries before us. We 
stretch out our hands toward the fu- 
ture, with power to mould the des- 
tinies of unborn millions. 

"We are living, we are dwelling 

In a grand and awful time. 
In an age on ages telling 
To be living is sublime." 
And God is saying. "Bring me men 
ir. match my mountains." 

Oh, who is sufficient for these 
things! As we press on into the new 
daw how shall we meet its great chal- 
lenge? During the Great War two sol- 
dier lads were sitting together talking 
quietly in their little tent on the eve of 
a battle; talking as only men would 
talk in the presence of the Great Un- 
known. "Oh. Tucker, we don't know 
what's in the future, do we?" And the 
other quietly answered, "No. Thomas, 
thank God, we do not." Then, after 
an oppressive silence came these 
words. "O Tucker, we know Who is 
in the future, don't we?" Ah, this is 
the only hope we have for the new age 
—we kiiow Who is in the future. The 
only hope we have to match with our 
talents and powers the challenge ol 
the new day. We know, you and 1. 
Who is in the future. And we can 
reverently say with Paul the words of 
the text.*"! know Him Whom I have 
believed." Xo man is fit for very much 
until there is some great objective in 
his life in which he believes. It is then 
he cries out in the abandon of his soul. 
"This one thing I do," and forgetting 
the things that are behind he presses 
on to the greater tasks before him. 
"1 believe" — in Latin it is "Credo.'' 
from which we get our word "Creed." 
Whatever we believe, that is our creed. 
Everybody has a creed; we cannot es- 
cape from it. But there is this won- 
derful thing about Jesus Christ, that 
He Himself is the Christian's creed. 
!-'■• Himself is his religion. In this 
Christianity differs from all other re- 
ligions, which are rooted in methods 
and books ;tid doctrines. Xo rever- 
ence for a book and no pursuit of a 
method can alone make one a Chris- 
tian. Christianity is the religion of a 
Person. And those who attempt to re- 
duce Christianity to an ethical system, 
as they seem to have done in these re- 



cent meetings of the Federation of I 
Faiths, have utterly failed to represent 
Christianity at all. Detach Christ from 
His system and it is no longer a sys- 
tem. His doctrine is a self-assertion. 
He Himself is His religion and he who 
enters into It enters into Him. And 
so the Christian insists on this as his 
creed: "I know Him Whom I have 
believed." 

But oh, when we know Him, truly 
know with an experimental knowledge 
and when we center our belief in Him, 
then we dare press on into this new 
age unafraid. Then with high resolve 
and noble endeavor we will leap for- 
ward to meet these new problems in 
the newness of His life. For is not 
Christ what the world needs today. 
It is His very life that is so tremen- 
dously essential in the crises that con- 
front us. After the signing of the Ar- 
mistice Lloyd George, then Premier of 
England, made this remarkable state- 
ment- "The problems of Peace are not 
a whit less challenging or threatening 
than the perils of war. We dare not go 
back and build on the old foundation 
of selfishness It is Christ or chaos. 
Yes! It is Christ, and Chrise alone, 
who can meet the world's needs, l'or 
example, it is His all-embracing law 
of love that will bring peace to this 
war-worn world — a love that spends 
itself unselfishly. It is His human in- 
terest in human life— gentle, sincere, 
generous, unselfish, tender and kind; 
it is such an interest that is absolutely 
essential to secure a better understand- 
in" and good-will among the peoples 
of 'the world. It is the Christ of today 
who holds himself free from all nar- 
rowness and bigotry and free for all 
service and helpfulness; it is that spirit 
and that alone which is adequate to 
produce that fellowship and fraterni"- 
What is it to be a Christian? Could 
is the Christ who lives in the hearts of 
His disciples who alone can furnish 
new men for this new age. 
"Men with empires in their purpose 
And new eras in their veins." 

"What is it to he a Christian? Could 
there be a better definition than the 
words of the text, "I know Him 
Whom I have believed"? To be a 
Christian is to know Christ and to 
believe Christ: to know Him as our 
Redeemer and Saviour and Friend and 
Lord and to really believe that He is 
all that to us. There are grave ques- 
tions which face us in this new age. 
Christ, and Christ alone, in the hearts 
of Christian people can meet them ; Let 
us gird up our loins and in His Name 
press forward to take our part in the 
bringing in of the Kingdom of Right- 
eousness. Let us endeavor to exem- 
plify the Spirit of Christ in our homes.

Let us press on with 
an imperial consciousness that here

NIPPED IN THE BUD 

"When two or three are gathered ' 
together — " says the Bible and iay» 
the basis for worship. But the gather- 
ing of two or three, or many more, can 
indicate less worthy matters. 

Formation of groups of young peo- 1 
pic for the recreation or friendship is 
a splendid thing, the basis of demo- 
cracy and civic progress. Formation 
of groups of boys under the leader- 
ship of criminally-inclined rowdies 
leads often to the bars of prison, trage- 
dy, death. < 

When spring comes the street be- 
comes a focal point for spare-time; 
gathering. In the past years Narberth 
has seen groups of boys, impelled by , 
the gang spirit and too much leisure 
time, before the representatives of the ! 
law petty theivery. drunkenness and 
disorderly conduct. This trouble has 
subsided — let it be hoped for good. ! 

But this week Narberth was treated 
to some tactics when a score of West : 
Philadelphia rowdies, probably driven: 
from their chosen haunts by police, in- ' 
vadd the peaceful playgrounds of the 
south side. They descended upon 
local boys of grammar school age. i 
who, outnumbered by a hardboiled 
gang, paid tribute. 

Eight of the invaders, minus $8.50 
each, and possessed of a wholesome 
respect for Main Line methods, have 
been sent home chastened. Six others, 
with crimnial records in some cases, 
will be brought before the County ' 
Juvenile Courts. Thus was a bad situ- 
ation nipped ni the bud. 

Narberth seems to be rid of the 
nuisance, but as a problem in sociology 
there is much unsolved. What of the 
boys? Here are six youths, not one 
of which has attained the age of lfi, 
in the toils of the law. They confess 
that it is not the first time, 
one of these boys appeared at the 
hearing and agreed that her son should 
go to jail — she could do nothing. One 
is out on probation from another of- 
fense. Yet, in the normal order of 
things, none of them is old enough to 
be called a man. What of the future? 

Chicago's name is blackened by 
thuggery and gang warfare, but Phila- 
delphia can point with little pride to 
its own recent history. This week a 
group of boys, in the formative years 
of their lives, stood convicted of petty 
crime.

Harden 




The lawn has been rolled with a 
heavy water-roller, hired from an en- 
terprising hardware dealer who 
charges $1 per day (or fraction there- 
of). The lawn liked the rolling; it 
seems greener each day and is firm 
and level. Speaking of lawns, see 
Mouse Beautiful for April and read the 
article. "Don't Lime Your Lawn." 

Our sweet peas are planted accord- 
ing to directions in the garden column 
and in about ten days we will be li-ft- 
ing the excelsior out of the trench and 
watching for the green shoots. 

We find delphiniums, planted last 
fall, a full two inches out of the 
ground, which .reminds U s that we 
must hasten to place sharp cinders 
around the shoots to keep the pesky 
slugs (snails') away. 

The snapdragon seeds planted ten 
days ago arc up and green. We must 
watch them carefully and give them 
ajr without draft and water them 
"from the bottom up" to prevent 
damping off. 

\\ e want Tponiea, the Japanese 
morning glory, so we put the seeds 
in a bowl of warm water and placed 
the bowl over a register and the seeds 
swelled up beautifully. They were 
promptly potted up in small pots and 
placed on the sunny window sill to be 
planted out later. The variety 
(Ipomea) Rubra Coerulea, early flow- 
ering, is a beautiful light blue and will 
either' climb a lattice or trail down a 
wall or bank. 

Plants of hybrid delphiniums set 
out now will bloom this summer, and 
under good conditions will bloom three 
times. 

Spring is the time to plant hardy 
phlox for July and August bloom. 

When selecting dahlias do not over- 
look Jersey's Beauty, the best pink- 
ever introduced and one of the best 
dahlias. $1 per tuber, and cheap at 
that. We have been accused of hav- 
ing a "color scheme complex." but we 
have looked at manv gardens, and 
many Mowers, and good pink- or rose- 
colored flowers are still the most elu- 
sive of all the colors, except possibly 
the blue such as found in delphinium 
bella donna or Iinum perenne. 

Xo! Mrs. Neighbor, the tulips won't 
be injured by late frosts; they just 
wanted to let you know where they 
were planted so that you wouldn't cut 
them or break them in your early gar- 
dening operations. The bloom is still 
down deep in the bulb and will be on 
the job about May 15 to May 20. 
Narcissi not up yet? Horrors! But 
let's don't worry: they'll be here in 
mid-April and will be all over before 
the tulips bloom.

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HERE AND HEREABOUTS 



At the homestead at Merion and 
Montgomery avenues, where he had 
lived for nearly fifty years, death came 
last week-end to Nicholas H. Thou- 
ron. ending the long career of an old- 
school gentleman whom many Nar- 
berth folks will continue to hold in 
affectionate regard and memory. He 
was one of the few who had seen the 
section come up from a sparsely-set- 
tled countryside to a community of 
formidable proportions, and his inter- 
est in it was such that he was always 
well pleased when his aid and advice 
were enlisted in any plan or project 
which was calculated' to add to the fa- 
cilities or progress of the neighbor- 
hood. In the numerous tilings with 
which lie had to do there was ever 
apparent a great heritage of gentility 
and broad culture, and his conclusions 
were reached in a manner which never 
failed to convey a gracious regard for 
the opinions of others and a line con- 
ception of the amenities of the occa- 
sion. The impressive simplicity of his 
nature made plain the exalted manner 
in which his deep religious convictions 
animated every feature of his long life, 
and he imposed on himself, until near- 
ly SO years old, when physical in- 
firmities had increased, a personal pro- 
cedure which afforded wide contrast to 
the comfort and indulgence sought by 
those of us of a later generation. Al- 
ways an intense patriot, and with a 
mind which remained virile and alert 
until the very end, he kept himself 
well informed on subjects of national 
importance, ami during the war, al- 
though past three-score and ten, he 
never missed an opportunity to fur- 
ther, with all the strength and devo- 
tion at his command, the cause of his 
countrv at bay with the interests of 
the men at the front. His charities 
were manifold and he applied himself 
to them with a warm solicitude for 
those befriended, having little use for 
any mere philanthropy, and it was al- 
ways a matter of considerable satis- 
faction to him when progress was 
made in the settlement of labor dis- 
putes and the estate of the workers ad- 
vanced. To share with others the wis- 
dom of his years provided him with a 
source of constant inspiration, and it 
was no inhibited or age-bound view- 
point he brought to bear, but always a 
discerning tolerance for the insistent 
demands of a new youth and an abid- 
ing optimism that good, properly di- 
rected, must always exceed and over- 
come evil, however difficult a situation 
might seem to be. He shall be missed 

amongst us. 

* * * 

Mr. Thouron was born in Philadel- 
phia S4 years ago. the son of Henry 
Thouron." who was a prominent mer- 
chant and importer of those ante-bel- 
lum days. The family was of French 
origin and its first American forebear 
was Pierre Thouron, who was a gen- 
eral in Napoleon's army, and who 
came to this country as, a political 
refugee. Mr. Thouron was educated 
in private schools and was graduated 
from the University of Pennsylvania. 
He started the banking firm of N. 
Thouron & Co., 4H:-l Chestnut street, 
and was a member of the Philadelphia 
and Xew York Stock Exchanges. He 
retired from active business in lilOO, 
under instructions from his physician, 
but he never ceased to regret the 
necessity of this decision, as his 
achievements indicated his commercial 
aptitude and he always believed a 
wider field of service would have been 
afforded by a continuance of his busi- 
ness career. He was a director of the 
Western New York and Pennsylvania 
Railroad until it was absorbed by the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, and 
was also identified with other cor- 
porations. 

Mr. Thouron purchased his present 
homesite, called "Derlwyn." in 1880, 
and at that time acquired 10 acres, part 
of which he disposed of from time to 
time, making sure on each occasion to 
provide regulations which would main- 
tain the high residential character of 
the vicinity. At the present, the estate 
consists of about four acres, planted 
with exceeding beauty and skill, as Mr. 
Thouron gave full flare to his love for 
flowers and growing things. 

In 1870 Mr. Thouron joined the 
Philadelphia Club and was an early 
member of the Art Club. The Or- 
pheus Club came into existence as a 
result of the great fondness for music 
which he shared with a few kindred 
spirits, and it was interesting to have 
him narrate the early beginnings of 
this important organization. When the 
fiftieth anniversary of the Orpheus 
Club was observed a few years ago, 
Mr. Thouron was not at all lacking in 
carrying off his chorus part supremely 
well, and whilst advancing years made 
him forego many things, he never 
failed, if it were at all possible, to be 
on hand for the Orpheus concerts. 
When he joined the Merion Cricket 
Club it was hardly more than a small 
neighborhood organization, and he 
could recount many interesting anec- 
dotes of the days when cricket was in 
its ascendancy as an American game. 
In 1874 Mr. Thouron married the 
daughter of Dr. Francis Gurney Smith, 
Miss Anna Dutilh Smith, who con- 
tinues to survive him. Their only 
daughter, Margaret Thouron, is now 
Mrs. John Harvey Gordon. Henry 
Thouron, internationally-known artist, 
who died in Rome in 1915, was a 
brother of our distinguished neighbor, 
and his sister, Mary Thouron, was a 
religious in the Sacred Heart Order for 
.more than 40 vears. 

'• » * 

Mr. Thouron's affection was contin- 
uously bestowed on St. Margaret's 
Catholic Church. It was here he came 
every Sunday, and in the early days he 
was the active director of the choir 
and its patron until the time of his 
death. The first mass of the new par- 
ish, 27 years ago, was celebrated in 
his house, and forever after to him 
that place of Sacrifice was a hallowed 
and holy spot. As the new Church 
came to be built, many of its beautiful 
adornments were donated by the 
Thouron family, including the hand- 
some main and side altars, several - of 
the windows, the sanctuary rail and a 
number of the exquisite statues. 
Throughout the years he was the 
leader in any plan to provide the ad- 
ditional needs of the Church, and it 



was a joyous thing to him that he was 
spared to participate in the silver jubi- 
lee of the parish which, occurred in 
l!)2fi. He was a close student of 
Church history and liturgy and be 
regarded religion as the most vital 
thing in the span of man. He lived the 
faith that was in him. 

Mr. Thouron was a Holy Name man 
and on last Monday evening his fel- 
low-members prayed at his bier. On 
Tuesday morning be was buried in the 
family plot at Holy Sepulchre Ceme- 
tery. There was a Solemn Mass of 
Requiem, with Father Hayes. Father 
O'Connor and Father Doyle. The 
Gregorian Chant was rendered by St. 
Patrick's Choir under the direction of 
Rev. William S. Murphy. It was pro- 
foundly beautiful. There were present 
in the sanctuary Rt. Rev. Monsignor 
James P. Turner, former Chancellor; 
Very Rev. James M. Corrigan, D. D, 
Rector of St. Charles' Seminarv: Rev. 
Luke V. McCahe. D. D.. L. L. D.. 
Rector of St. Mathias', Bala, and Rev. 
William P. Thompson, Rector of St. 
Patrick's. Philadelphia. There were 
also present Sisters of Mercy, Sisters of 
Charity and Sisters of the Holy Child 
Jesus. \ There was no ser- 

mon. Mr. Thouron wished it so. His 
eulogy is writ large in the hearts of 
those who loved him He shall be 
missed amongst us.
